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“TOLL” STORY 





The first face a guest sees at Walt Disney World is that of one of our 
Toll Plaza cast members, and our employees working at our “front 
door” have a key role in the day-to-day operation of our Vacation 
Kingdom. What happens at the Toll Plaza can affect our whole 
operation. 

The Toll Plaza assists in the operation of our Main Parking Lot. Phil 
Holmes, supervisor of the Parking Lot told us, “The lead at the Toll 
Plaza is in radio contact with the Parking Lot lead. It's the informa- 
tion relayed from the Toll Plaza that tells the Lot lead how his or her 
parking operation will go. An increase in the number of cars coming 
in may warrant the need of a ‘bleed-off' crew to avoid backups. . . 
this means parking two lots at once.” Of course, the coordination 
between the Toll Plaza and the Lot helps to aleviate guest wait time 
entering Walt Disney World. 

Our Toll Plaza crew also assist our Resorts by directing our guests 
to their hotel. As each resort guest presents their reservation confir- 
mation at the Toll Plaza, our cast members write the guests name on 
an Info-link. This transmits the written guest name to the appropriate 
reception area and warns our cast members there. By the time the 
guest arrives at reception, their paperwork is waiting for them and 
their check-in time is minimized.

Most importantly, our Toll Plaza cast help our guests. Their greet- 
ings help establish the day for our guests. The information they give 
— both written and verbal — helps relieve any confusion our guests 
may be having. Mitch Wells, Toll Plaza lead explained, "We only 
have a very short moment to make an impression on our guests and 
there's quite an art in making those few seconds count.” “You have 
to remember that each guest feels that he or she is in their own little 
house,” Phil added, "If you give them directions, you have to be very 
positive and very concise .. . and that is something that our Toll 
Plaza crew are really good at.” 

Parking cars in our Main Parking Lot is more of a science than 
most of our cast realize. The Toll Plaza, as part of the Parking 
Lot/Transportation operation, plays a vitally important part of that 
science. They operate their 14 lanes of traffic and seven booths from 
7 a.m. until 12:15 a.m... . Security operates the Toll Plaza outside 
these hours. They provide a diversity of information to many differ- 
ent people — from car counts for the Parking Lot and our Transpor- 
tation systems to assistance in finding cars lost in the Parking Lot 
(they time stamp each Parking receipt). They even help guests who 
have no idea where they are!

her job a little more unusual is that she is the only woman currently 
working in our Magic Kingdom Landscaping Department. 

This is Tina’s first summer at Walt Disney World although she was 
born and raised in Orlando. She is currently enrolled at Auburn Univer- 
sity as a Junior studying Landscape Architecture. “I1 have always been 
interested in plants and in art and Landscape Architecture seemed to be the 
ideal way to combine these two interests with a career,” she told us. She 
applied to Walt Disney World for a casual temporary position in our 
Landscaping Department. She felt that this would assist her greatly in her 
studies. “It has helped considerably and the other people in the depart- 
ment have been extremely patient and helpful,” Tina says, “The only 
surprise I've had to contend with was getting up at 4:30 a.m. to get to 
work by 6 a.m.! It's worth coming to work at that time just because the 
Magic Kingdom is so pretty and much cooler at that time.” 

Outside of landscaping, Tina's interests include tennis, swimming, 
and painting. “I've entered a few art shows but not competitively,” she 
added, “I really just paint for the pleasure of it — seascapes are my favorite 
subject.” 

Tina's summer has been an opportunity to learn more about her chosen 
profession, but at the same time to make a valuable contribution to the 
Walt Disney World show. She hopes to return next year and work here 
and we look forward to seeing her next summer. 




















One of the key departments in our Facilities area is the Maintenance 
Services office. They are responsible for the coordination of all work that 
comes through our Facilities shops. Walter Ustach works with the office 
and has a one-of-a-kind responsibility — he steam cleans everything that 
comes to the shops for repair or maintenance. This includes parts, vehi- 
cles, boats, various equipment, tools, trash cans — everything that needs 
repair or painting. 

Walter hails originally from Baltimore, Maryland, and came to Florida 
17 years ago. His first position was with the Streets Department for the 
city of Tampa and he worked there for eight years. He joined our Walt 
Disney World cast in 1972. His responsibilities included many important 
jobs around the staff shop including the never ending responsibility for 
keeping the shop tidy. From there he moved to the position of steamcleaner 
for the whole facilities service area. John Nicks, Walter's supervisor, told 
us that Walter is a fast, efficient worker who keeps ahead of his day-to-day 
work, “He will always find something to do,” he told us. 

In his spare time, Walter uses scrap wood to build furniture and small 
wooden decorative pieces — many examples of his decorative work grace 
desks throughout the facilities area. He also enjoys music — he dances a 
mean polka — and bowling. Walter also finds time to cut hair, a trade he 
learned and followed in Baltimore. On the subject of his job, Walter told 
us, “There's one thing about steamcleaning — it helps keep your weight 
down!” 


Kyle Brady first joined our Walt Disney World cast as an Opera- 
tions Host in Fantasyland in July 1973. He stayed in Fantasyland, 
learning the different attractions until February 1974, and then he 
transferred to the Tri-Circle D Ranch in Fort Wilderness. After a brief 
period away from Walt Disney World, he returned to the ranch in May 
1975 where you find him today as a lead. 

Born in Chateaugay, New York, Kyle learned many of the basics of 
farming and the care of animals early in his life. “I knew very little 
about horses until I came to the ranch,” Kyle told us, “But the people 
here were very good in teaching me all there was to know about the care 
of our animals.” At the ranch there are 60 horses to look after — 43 
saddle horses, 13 draft horses (used on Main Street), 2 foals and 2 
yearlings. The ranch is a 24-hour-a-day operation although the chief 
responsibilities of our third shift is to polish the tack and watch the 
horses. The ranch hands do more than just tend the horses, too, there 
are other areas for which they are responsible. They operate the trail 
rides for the Fort Wilderness guests, they 
tend the petting farm, and they operate the 
streetcars on Main Street, U.S.A. 

In spite of his interest in animals, Kyle 
confesses that he has only one pet —a cat. “I 
like animals,” he says, “But it's nice to get 
away from them once in a while.”
